OCEAN  BEACH  SPEEDWAYS. 

A  picture  largely  copied  from  a  recent 
article  in  the  Warrenton  News. 

There  is  a  sandy  beach  in  Florida, 
a  few  miles  long,  which  tourists  travel 
miles  to  enjoy;  another  short  stretch  in 
California  which  is  advertised  far  and 
wide;  but  nowhere  on  the  planet  that 
we  know  of,  is  there  what  the  News 
calls  such  "an  unrivalled  combination 
of  lakes,  forest  and  ocean  speedway” 
as  the  tourist  may  enjoy  here,  riding 
the  limit  of  his  car’s  speed,  no  matter 
what  that  speed  is,  a  distance  of  four¬ 
teen  miles,  on  a  safe,  hard,  smooth, 
sandy  beach,  skimming  along  the  entire 
distance  only  a  few  feet  from  old 
ocean.  And  the  grand  old  Pacific 
wipes  off  the  marks  of  travel  twice 
each  day,  leaving  the  beach  renewed, 
as  smooth  as  a  floor,  with  each  reced¬ 
ing  tide.  Coffinberry  Lake,  close  to 
Warrenton,  is  a  beautiful  body  of 
water,  half  a  mile  from  the  surf  border¬ 
ed  by  sloping  hills  covered  with  ever¬ 
green  trees.  It  is  one  of  three  lakes 
in  the  Flavel  tract  through  which  a 
broad  highway  should,  and  no  doubt 
soon  will  be,  built,  to  make  still  more 
attractive  this  additional  most  alluring 
feature  of  the  most  wonderful  natural 
beach  resort  in  America.  From  a 
bordering  hill  one  can  see  the  big  ships 
entering  the  Columbia  River.  There 
is  no  such  combination  of  lake  and 
ocean,  hill  and  vale,  woods  and  river, 
anywhere  else  in  the  country.  The 
lakes  are  as  beautiful  as  those  of  Wis¬ 
consin,  to  which  thousands  tour  an¬ 
nually,  and  the  undulating  land  affords 
splendid  sites  for  fine  permanent  homes 
as  well  as  for  summer  residences.  If 
beaches  are  a  valuable  asset  to  the 
sfate.  then  the  Warrenton  Beach  (by

A  govern¬ 
ment  survey  a  few  weeks  ago  established  the  fact  that  the  jetties  had  improved 
the  channel  which  now  has  43  feet  at  low  tide  the  width  of  a  mile  and  4  I  feet 
across  an  additional  distance  of  over  six  thousand  feet.  A  channel  more  tha  n 
two  miles  wide  and  daily  improving;  a  channel  deep,  broad  and  safe  enough 
for  twenty  Imperators  to  play  a  game  of  water  polo.  Said  President  Elliott 
of  the  Great  Northern  Railroad  a  few  days  ago,  as  he  stood  on  the  colossal 
new  Astoria  Docks,  manifestly  amazed  at  the  stupendous  preparation  made 

by  Astoria  for  the  commerce  of  the  world, -  "Yonder  lies  the  way  to  the 

Orient -  - ”  (pointing  to  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River.)  Has  this 

vision  and  preparation  begun  to  tell?  When  it  is  understood  that  up  to  a  few 
years  ago,  there  was  practically  no  Columbia  River  shipping,  the  following 
sailings  for  a  single  month  will  prove  illuminating.
